| PARIS, Dec, 6.—President Wilson 
| will be informed by wireless today of 
|the plans for the assembling of the 
| Inter-Allied conference and the meet- 
jing of the peace congress. He will 
also be advised concerning the recent 
gathering of the supreme war council 
| at London, 

The plans concerning the peace 
meetings are the results of Colonel 
House's long talk with Premier Clem- 
enceau following a conference with 
Baron Sonnino, the Itallan foreign 
minister, and the Parl of Derby, Brit- 
ish ambassador to France. 

The Inter-Allied conference will re- 
assemble December 16 or 17. The 
meeting will be held at the foreign 
office in the Quai d'Orsay and not at 
Versailles. 

British Representatives 

David Lloyd George, the British 
Premier, and Arthur J. Balfour, the 
| foreign minister, expect to come here 
| at that time to meet President Wilson 
}and attend the conference but the 
| elections may not permit them to re- 
| main more than two or three days. 

The opening of the peace congress 
is set for the first week in January.

Cassandra Sinks in Baltic Sea— 
Destroyers Do Fine Rescue 
Work 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—Eleven men are 
missing asa result of the British war- 
ship Cassandra coming in contact with 
a mine in the Baltic Sea last Wednes- 
day night, according to an official 
communication issued by the admir- 
alty tonight. Torpedo boat destroyers 
rescued the remainder of the crew. 
The text of the admiralty's statement 
says: 

“The British warship Cassandra 
struck a mine in the Baltic just be- 
fore midnight Wednesday and sank 
at la.m. Thursday. Eleven men are 
missing. Presumably they were killed 
by the explosion. 

“The remainder of the officers and 
crew were saved by our destroyers.”

Appeal to Stock Breeders 
Of Province of Alberta 


By Duncan Brown, Dominion Live Stock Representative for 
Alberta 


One of the most widely circulated 
agricultural publications in one of Its 
November {seues said in part: 

“A survey of the livestock markets 
Guring recent weeks will draw out the 
fact that we are growers of cattle ra- 
ther than finishers, and further, that 
We aro growers of just cattle rather 
than quality cattle.” 

I would ask the Canadian breeders 
what they think of this. Should we 
Tesent it, or pay no attention? My 
opinion is that we have nothing to re- 
sent, and I am further of the opinion 
that we should give a statement of ‘his 
kind not only ordinary attention but 
our most serious attention. Are we 
making the best of our opportunities? 
Do we realize that opportunity knocka 
at our door but once. Are We making 
history as agriculturists, which will 
increase our future greatness, or are 
We to go on and be satisfied with the 
reputation of producing just cattle and 
‘not cattle of quality? 

Are we in a position to assist Purope 
in replenishing her depleted herds? 
This opportunity ie knocking loudly 
at our doors just now. Must we turn 
it away, The depletion of European 
herda is said to be enormous, It is es- 
timated that the decline in the herds 
of France alone is upwards of 3,000,- 
000 head. France hasalready taken 
steps to restore her herds. Where js 
she to find the breeding stock with 
which to do this? Canada can supply 
@ goodly number of both males and 
females, but can Canada afford to do 
this without depleting her own herds? 
Remember, ft {s said she produces just 
cattle and not cattle of quality. The 
kina Europe will look for are those 
we cannot spare. You say, why? And 
the answer is, because they are our 
beat. 

Thero are also depleted herds of 
Italy and Belgium to be replenished, 


Ttaly with a shortage of one million 
head and Belgium's co@ditions are be- 
yond reckoning. Herds in other coun- 


tries are much depleted, Germany, for 
instance, 3,300,000. 

We have too few of the kind the 
European etockmen require, It can- 
not be denied that in Canada there are 
some specimens which will measure 
up with the best that is to be found 
anywhere, but We must be careful lest 
we destroy our own foundation. We 
have the reputation of. producing just 
cattle rather than cattle of quality. 
This we must live down, and the only 
way we can issiet in restoring the de- 
pleted herdé of Europe is to improve 
our own, and not in quality, but in 
numbers. In some quarters, great 
strides are already being de in 
this direction, but there atill exists 
amongst Canada's farmers a very great 
degree of indifference regarding qual- 
ity. and just as soon as indifference is 
overcome, #0 s00n Will W e cease to 
be producers of just cattle instead of 
cattle of quality. 

T think a law eimilar to the weed 
regulation would assist very material- 
ly in this connection ,at least in the 
matter of sires. 

Canada and the United States will 
be looked to for the greater part of 
this supply, and as cattle producers 
they are not a drop In the bucket as 
compared to some of the European 
nations. 

Here is what is eaid to be a compar- 
{son based on the number of animals 
to the hundred acres of land in farms. 
This is the number produced annual- 
ly: Holland, 28; Denmark, 25; Ger- 
many, 16; Great Britain, 16; France, 
12; Italy, 10; Australia, 8; United 
States, §, and Canada, 6.

THE REED ORGAN PLAYS GREAT 
THOUGH HUMBLE PART. 


In times like these when conserva- 
| tion is the password everywhere no- 
| thing should be wasted, not even pity. 
A prospering city mechanic enjoying 
the conveniences, many of the advan- 
|tages, and some of the luxuries of 
urban living, was sitting one evening 
| contrasting his own position with that 
of a brother who lived in the back-

This family out on the 
fringe of civilization {t seemed, could 
not dress and go to a symphony or- 
chestra concert, but they could have 
music in thelr home of their own mak- 
ing. The wife seated at the organ 
would turn to their favorite airs in the 
folios of organ music they had, She 
would sing, Sandy would put in a 
deep robust bass, and often a neigh- 
bor would come in and bring his fiddle 
for an evening's enjoyment. 

No, the reed organ has not passed 
out of existence. It has not ceased to 
be a factor in the development of 
Canadian family life. In the homes of 
thousands on the prairie, in the out- 
lying 
Maritimes the reed organ is the con- 
necting link betwen the family and-

A good reed organ in good repair in the 
hands of a sympathetic player pro- 
duces results that need no apology.

| Do Cheap Pay? |

We have all heard of the little 
music teacher who advertised piano 
lessons at a penny each with a glass of 
milk and a bun thrown in, and fn 
these days of high prices we are apt 
to smile a little and remark that 
cheap lessons such as those are not to 
be procured today. One of the worst 
mistakes that parents can make is to 
send their children to a teacher on 
the sole ground that the price of the 
lessons {s very low. Some two years 
ago we happened to call in at the res- 
idence of a lady acquaintance and 
discovered in the course of conversa- 
tion that she had a class of piano 
pupils, having been compelled to taqe 
thie means of earning a living, owing 
to financial reverses. Going over to 
the plano and striking a chord we 
were horrified to find that the instru- 
ment was in a dreadful state of dis- 
repair and that it had not been tuned 
for at least two years. We shuddered 
to think of the cruelty inflicted upon 
those unfortunate

If guardians of children could be

a kind to increase Allied confid- 
ence in the present German Gov- 
ernment. If the Kaiser cannot en- 
umerate his accomplices in bring- 
ing on the war without implicating 
the present rulers of Germany, 
those rulers are men who are no 
more to be trusted than he is. 


Name the Bank 


Mayoral Candidate Clarke is re- 
ported as saying at Thursday 
night’s meeting that ‘‘several oth- 


“er banks in the city stood ready | 


“to take over the city’s account if 
“the Imperial refused it.’’ “To the 
people who own the property and 
carry on the business of the city 
of Edmonton the question of bank- 
ing credit for the city is just now 
a matter of vital importance. 

If Mr. Clarke knows of any bank 
that would be willing to take over 
the responsibility of financing the 
city under a civie administration 
guided and inspired by himself as 
mayor it would greatly help his 
candidature if he would produce 
such assurance of the bank or 
banks in question as could be ac- 
cepted by the voters whose prop- 
erty is the stake with which Mr. 
Clarke hopes to gamble if and 
when elected. If he knows of any 
bank willing to finance the city 
under his administration, let him 
name it; or admit that there is no 
such bank. 


Putting It Over. 


Representatives of Big Business 
and of organized labor have been 
in conference at Ottawa, and have 
reported to the Government a 
number of recommendations in 
which they are in agreement for 
dealing with the industrial situa- 
tion, The proposals whieh seem 
possible of having some immediate 
and practical bearing on the situ- 
ation are that the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments should 
undertake the construction of pub- 
lic works; that a land settlement 
scheme should be adopted and an 
effort made to get discharged  sol- 
diers to start farming; and that 
ihe Provinees should operate em- 
ployment bureans in co-operation 
with the Dominion authorities. 
These suggestions are not novel. 
They have been heard of too often 
te suppose that the formulation of 
them was the real business of the 
gathering. That will probably be 
found in another proposal—that 
the Government create a bureau 
to watch imports ‘‘ with a view to 
ascertaining what part of such im- 
ports could be avoided,’’ Put in 
plain language this means that the 
Government should maintain a 
sort of detection department 
whose business would be to note 
what sort of manufactured goods 
the publie buy abroad, and where 
it would therefore be to the inter- 
ests of the Canadian manufactur. 
ers to have the tariff boosted. lsig 
Business was strictly on the job at 
the conference, and seems to have 
‘vot by’’ the labor men with neat- 
ness and dispatch. 


Valueless Documents. 


On invitation from the provis- 
ional Government at Berlin the ex- 
Kaiser has signed a formal declar- 
ation renouncing the thrones of 
Germany and Prussia, A demand 
for abdication by the Crown 
Prince is now expected. 

These proceedings are by the way 
of putting matters in legal form, 
and thus convincing the Allies 
that the Hohenzollerns are down 
and out for good. Whether they 
wil] mean any more than that de- 


pends upon the Allies and the 
German people, 

The documents in themselves 
are not worth the paper used. The 
signature of the ex-emperor and 
his son are valueless, Language to 
them is only useful as a means of 
deception. ‘raud is their working 
maxim. 

One thing only will keep the 
Hohenzollerns off the throne of the 
German Empire—inability to get 
upon it again. It is in keeping 
with their record to suppose that 
they renounce their claims now in 
belief that this will improve their 
chances of ‘‘coming back.’’ If by 
formal abdication they can quiet 
the suspicions of the Allied peoples 
they may hope to escape punish- 
ment and to be left to reside in 
peace and to carry on schemes for 
recovering their lost power. 

Formal abdication by the ex- 
Kaiser and his youthful duplicate 
in no way lessens the necessity 
that they be rounded up, tried for 
their crimes, and if a misguided 
tribunal fails to hang them, that 
they be interned somewhere far 
enough from Germany that there 
can be no ‘‘come back.’’ 


That Yukon Record. 


F. T, Congdon’s certificate of 
the Yukon character of mayoral 
candidate J. A. Clarke, speaks of 
Mr, Clarke as having been a poli- 
tical candidate opposed to Mr, 
Congdon.

Saving By Spending. 


The only way to reduce city 
| taxation is to cut expenditure, Ex- 
| penditure can only be cut on cur- 
| rent account, The amount requir- 
ed to provide interest and sinking 
funds to meet our debt obligations 
is fixed, and cannot be decreased 
by action of the city council. In 
1914 the amount spent under the 
heading of ‘‘controllable expen. 
diture” was $1,396,420. The 
amount voted for expenditure un- 
der the same heading during the 
| present year is $728,165. The coun- 
| cil for 1914 thus spent during the 
year which followed the bursting 
of the boom upwards of twice the 
{amount which the council of 1918 
is spending in a year of far greater 
business activity and better pros- 
pects. Had the council of the pres- 
lent year expended the same 
amount as the council of 1914, the 
|taxes for the present year would 
be twenty-five per cent, heavier 
than they are. And as only half 
| the taxes that are levied are being 
paid, the ultimate liability of the 
{man who can pay, or who has pro- 
perty that could be sold, would be 
| fifty per eent. greater than it is 
under the present levy, To talk of 
re-establishing the 1914 type of ad- 
ininistration as a means of bring- 
| ing about a reduction of taxation is 
to talk of putting a spend-thrift in 
charge of the cash box as a means 
of saving money. 


The Vacant Lots. 


The notion seems to be entertain- 
ed in some quarters that if the city 
were to default the consequences 
would in some way fall upon the 
owners of vacant property; that 
somehow the idle lots would be 
made to liquidate the debt, and 
the city would start all over again 
with a clean sheet. That is a de- 
lusion, Vacant lots, as a source of 
revenue, are ‘‘through’’ for the 
time. The city has not been able to 
collect upon them or to sell them. 
A receiver could do no better, and 
would not waste time trying, But 
while the city cannot collect on the 
lots or turn them into immediate 
cash, it is taking them over and 
can hold them in hope of some day 
getting something out of them. The 
receiver would not be in the posi- 
tion of the city. His aim would be 
to collect, and to collect now, not 
some time in the future. Real 
estate whose selling value in the 
future is uncertain, would not be 
good enough for him, Real money 
paid down at the moment is what 
he would require, and it is clear 
that he could not get that from 
vacant property. It is the pocket- 
book he would go after, and with 
entire freedom from scruples as to 
who owned it, or what the owner 
thought about the procedure. If 
the citizens keep control they may 
be able eventually to make the 
vacant lots pay a share of the 
city’s debt, If we lose control we 
must expect to do the paying our- 
selves.

Edmonton's borrowings amount 
approximately to thirty-four mil-- 
lion dollars, This amount is made 
up of various sums borrowed for 
various periods, and therefore 
falling due at different times. 
Part of the amount is covered by 
long term debentures, and part is 
carried on short term debentures 
or notes. As the amounts carried 
on short term debentures or notes 
mature they must be paid off or 
the loan must be renewed. Unless 
the city can pay or secure_a re- 
newal it defaults, and the credit- 
ors have the right to demand a 
receivership, which takes over the 


management of the city from the | 


city council elected by the citi- 
zens, and carries on its affairs in 
the interests of the creditors. It is 
possible for the creditors to whom 
the city owes a payment of, say, a 
million dollars to refuse a_ re- 
newal, and if the city cannot raise 
the money in some other way to 


meet the payment due it becomes | 


bankrupt and the control passes to 
the creditors. 

This is one great reason why 
those who have any stake in the 
city, whether of vacant or improv- 
ed property; whether of profita- 
ble business enterprise or employ- 
ed labor, cannot afford—having 
regard to their own material in-- 
terest—to elect a council or a 
member of a council (much less 
the chairman and executive head 
of the council) whose personal or 
publie record is not such as to in- 
spire the confidence of investors 
in the good intent and good faith 
of the city, especially if he has 
sane or practical proposals look- 
ing to the financing of the city in 
its present difficult circumstances.

|; they go on increasing in beauty as 
long as they live. Every season is kind 
to them and not one is capable of de- 
priving the trees of beauty. The thing 
| for which the road was made will nev- 
er be forgotten, never lost in grandeur, 
fts pathos will never be diminished 
nor Its magnificence dimmed because 
all these will be proclaimed In some- 
thing that lives and grows. 

A memorial road is such an excel- 
lent idea, also, because all classes wili 
be reached. High and low, rich and 
poor, city bred and country folk, will 
all traverse the road, and in some stage 
of the journey will think at least once 
of the work of sacrifice and ilove 
which is thus immortalized, The road 
might be a modest one leading to 
“God's acre,” or it might be planned 
to finally become a _ long highway, 
reaching from town to town, even 
from province to province, Why not? 

After this memorial road is well as- 
sured there are several monuments 
which need to be made. One is to that 
pathetic army—a veritable army—of 
boys who knew no home except that 
provided for “‘waifs and strays.” Can- 
ada has cared for hundreds, The pa- 
thetic loyalty of these homeless boys
